The message, read yesterday to 


800 delegates representing more 
than 1,000,000 American Federa- 
tion of labor members, expressed 
Tiope the "convention will leave 
o'pen every possible door of access 
to peace and progress in the affairs 
of organized labor in the United 
States. 


"If leaders of organized labor 


can make and keep the peace be- 
tween various opinions and fac- 
tions within the labor group itself," 
the president wrote, "it will vastly 
increase the prestige of labor with 
the country, and prevent the reac- 
tion which otherwise is bound to 
injure the workers themselves."

Criticism of System 


What does stand out as a criticism 


; of the present system is that no one

No human mind can possibly en- 
compass the vast amount of detail 
now imbedded in the presidential 
task. Statute after statute directs 
the president to do this or that spe- 
cific job, and it is well known by 
the congress which issues thqse le- 


• gal instructions that no president 


can execute them himself. It is of- 
ten contended that a president who 
picks the right men and delegates 
responsiblities to them can be an ef- 
ficient chief executive. The con- 
gress, however, requires the pres- 
ident himself to pass on so many 
things and affix his signature there- 
to that even the most conscientious 
president of the United States in re- 
cent years would have to confess 
that he signed his name to many a 
document without reading it, or, 
having read it without understand- 
ing the technical nature of the con- 
tents. 


It has been assumed rather gen- 


erally that the 10 cabinet officers 
•nd the heads of major government 
agencies are in a position to advise 
the president and that, it he has the 
"right kind of cabinet," this is all 
that is necessary to assure the right 
kind of decisions. But, under the 
present system, this is not true at 
all For each cabinet officer becomes 
so immersed in the details of his 
own departmental routine that he 
has even less opportunity than the 
disinterested observer to become fa- 
miliar with the general trends of 
public policy and to offer construe- , 
tive advice to a president 


Good, Bad Advice 
\ 


The judgments which are so vi- 


tal to the future of governmental j 
policy emanate from a presidential, 
mind harassed by a multiplicity of i 
memoranda of advice from" both in- ' 
side and outside the government It' 
is not lack of advice which breaks. 
down an administration, but inabil- 
ity of a president to tell good ad- ' 
vice from bad, especially 
in the f 
complicated matters of state now- i 
adays in which the political and' 
the economic become closely inter-' 
twined. 


The final 
decision 
to -"resume', 


>ending." for instance, made early 
1938 after the recession in the i 
last half of 1937 had revealed pre- 
cipitious declines in business, -was 
necessarily Mr. Roosevelt's own, 
just as it was his determination to

The economic advisers can give him

And it is often 
in the "timing"' that the biggest er- 
rors in judgment are made. 


Political Intuition 


Mr. Roosevelt has been ciiticizod 


frequently in making "hair-trigger" 
decisions. Most of these are based 
on a reliance on his own political 
intuition. In accordance as some of 
these turn out right, his advisers 
become baffled about opposing sim- 
ilar decisions in the future. But the 
system in vogue in America where- 
by a president 
is entrusted with 


tremendous, power and authority 
begets decisions based on intiuition 
and hunch. Whenever the evidence 
is contradictory and the advice giv- 
en is conflicting, a president turns.

On the contrary, unless the legislatures of the state

day two years ago when the Ritz-Carlton's 
maitre d'hotel insisted I give it a try; and I de- 
cided it was the best soup I'd ever eaten. It 
was made entirely with cream, the chef at that 
hostel holding to the theory that cream Does 
Something to victuals that milk never can. This 
summer most of the chefs in the 52nd Street 
vicinage have been bidding for the Vichysoisse 
trade, mimicking as usual the Better Places. 


There is something amusing about seeing the 


52nd Streeters — which means the actors, show- 
girls, ne'er-do-wells, sports, movie mobs and a 
sprinkling of Society's peppery young—dipping 
their spoons into unfamiliar soup. They ge£ a 
tremendous kick out of saying to us lesser 
folk: "By the way, have you tried the Vichy- 
soisse? Yes, Vichysoisse; a French word. By 
all means order it It's exquisite — and Paul 
here makes the best Vichysoise in town."

Most busy watchers of propa- 


ganda, in addition to FBI, are the 
state department, the war and 
navy departments, the coast guard, 
and the federal communications 
commission, the latter because it 
has the best facilities for- tapping 
foreign propaganda broadcasts.

Neenah — The assessed valuation 


of Neenah for-1939 shows an in- 
crease of over $100,000 from 1938. 
according to the report of John 
Blenker, city assessor. 
The 1939 


assessed valuation of the city, in* 
eluding real estate, improvements 
and personal property is $17,976,701. 


The increase is $104,411 over 1938 


when the total assessed valuation 
•was $17,872,290. 
An increase of 


over $284,000 in the value of im- 
provements on land during 1939 is 
responsible for the 
increase 
as 


there were decreases in both the 
value of land and the value of per- 
sonal property- 


Improvements on land in 1939 


are assessed at $12,588,215 while, in 
1938 the improvements were assess- 
ed at $12,303,950. 
Value of im- 


provements in toe First ward jump- 
ed $130,000, there was an increase 
of nearly $10,000 in improvements 
in the Second ward, the Fourth 
ward jumped nearly $60,000 and 
the Fifth ward increased nearly 
$80,000. The Third ward showed 
an increase of only $550 in improve- 
ments. 
A decrease of nearly $7,000 in 


the assessed value of land in the 
Second ward accounts for the de- 
crease in total land values. The 
1939 figure is $3,542,025 while in 
1938 it was $3,550,420. 
Personal property values showed 


a decided decline from $2,017,920 in

Mercantile land is assessed at $669,- 
300 and the improvements thereon 
at $1.565,450. Again the land assess- 
ment is lower than 1938 and the im- 
provement valuation is higher. 


Manufacturing land is assessed at 


$185,610, $4,000 lower than in 1938, 
and improvements are assessed ai 
$3,266.515 which is $10 lower than 
in 1939.

Steamboats and launches also show 
a $4,000 decrease to $55,305 for 1939. 


Merchants stock and 
value of 


machinery, tools and patterns show 
an increase. Items included in the 
personal property valuation, in ad- 
dition to manufacturer's stock and 
boats, are neat cattle $1,245; mer- 
chants' stock $493,277; leaf tobacco 
$25; machinery, tools and patterns

I have reported this bidding as it 


actually took place in a recent 
match 
in 
England. Obviously, 


North-South were not using the 4-5 
no trump convention. If they had 
been, North would have bid four no 
trump instead of four hearts, South 
would have answered with five no 
trump, and North would have be- 
come the declarer at the slam. As a 
matter of fact, a slam contract in 
either position was 
a decided 


stretch, and the partnership would 
have been much more discreet to 
have rested at a mere game in eith- 
er spades or no in imp. 


However, perhaps North or South 


had a presentiment that they would 
be tremendously helped 
by the 


opening lead. That at any rate, is 
what happened. West, presumably 
after careful consideration, produc- 
ed the diamond jack as his opening, 
and from that point on the defend- 
ers were in hot water. Dummy's 
queen covered, East won with the 
king, and returned a diamond. (No 
other return would have changed 
the result) Declarer's nine spot 
held, and now a low heart was led 
to the queen, which also held. Dum- 
my's ace and ten of diamonds were 
cashed, declarer discarding two 
spades. West could afford to let go 
one heart, but his second discard 
(no matter what he selected) was 
fatal. Actually, he let go a heart, 
blanking the king. Now the heart 
ace was cashed and, when the king 
dropped,-a third heart lead to the 
jack squeezed West again. He had 
to discard a spade, unguarding the 
spade suit, or a club which "would 
permit declarer to run four club 
tricks. In short, after the opening 
lead all declarer had to do was take 
advantage of the excellent law of 
cards and be careful in his timing 
in order to squeeze West repeatedly.

It is worth repeating that beauti- 


ful gardens next year are developed 
from perennial seeds sown at this 
season. Gardeners in many parts of 
the country, especially the cooler 
sections, wffl take this as their last 
warning. Unless seeds are sown now 
it is not likely that strong, heal- 
thy plants, vigorous enough to with- 
stand the cold weather ahead, can 
be grown. 


Pansies are among the plants in- 


cluded in this last warning. Far too 
many gardeners attempt to sow 
pansy seeds in spring. It takes a 
large, wen-formed root system to 
produce flowers and these are not 
developed, among perennial plants, 
in so short a time. If the seeds are

originally could have led any one of 
eleven cards to defeat the contract!

In effect, the lead of 
these three suits would be identical, 
so let'us follow up the arbitrary se- 
lection of a low heart opening. De- 
clarer's jack wins, and he now can 
make three heart tricks without dif- 
ficulty, but the all important extra 
diamond trick cannot be establish- 
ed. If declarer leads the diamond 
six West naturally plays low, and 
the best declarer can do is .put in 
dummy's ten to force East's king. 
Now, however, when the diamond 
nine is led from the closed hand 
West's jack covers and forces a high 
diamond from dummy. 


The salient feature of the hand is 


that only by cashing three diamond 
tricks, after conceding one diamond, 
can West be squeezed. West can 
make declarer a present of a spade 
trick, a heart, "or a club without 
helping him materially. But when 
the., extra diamond is established 
the result is as shown above. 


This, I am afraid, will be a bit 


complicated to those readers who 
are not up on squeeze plays, but 
for that very reason it should be a 
good exercise for them. I suggest 
that they lay out the cards and no- 
tice for themselves the vast differ- 
ence between the opening lead of a 
diamond and that of any other suit.
